These charges are m ade by the fed­ 
eral grand ju ry in the western dis­ 
trict of Pennsylv ania, which yester­ 
day ask ed the indictm ent of fiv e em ­ 
ployes of the Carbon Steel company. 
.The men are prom inent In Pittsburg 
business and social life and 
widely 
k nown throughout the steel trade of 
the United States. 
It is charged the steel is of such 
inferior quality 
that 
the imm ense 
lock s all along the canal are lik ely to 
let go at a ny 
time, 
loosing 
great 
floods to tea r out the work of the 
engineers and to sw eep to death all 
those who m ight be in the w ater’s 
l» ath. 
The schem e by which 
the 
poor 
steel is said to hav e been sold in­ 
v olv ed m erely the high tem pering of 
the ends of the 
great 
beams 
and 
plates, so tha t when the gov ernment 
inspector chipped off an end to anal­ 
yze he would get a sam ple of the 
best k ind of steel.

the routine of their work , that their 
curiosity nev er led them beyond the 
ends off which they regularly chip 
ped pieces and analyzed them, thus 


letting the soft bodies go through 
to the canal construction gangs.
